On Tuesday, at 1 p.m., Miss Somers and Mrs. Mer- 
rick held a short meeting outside Temple Buildings. 
A gyens many of the girls employed at this factory 
gathered around the little portable platform, whilst 
others thronged the open windows. Despite a dis- 
tracting roar of machinery, and peals of. laughter 
from those who could not hear and could only see 
the humour of. one woman shouting and another dis- 
tributing leaflets to the accompaniment of orange 
peel, paper, and one tin can (flung by the “ golden 
youth ” of the district), a very good impression was 
made. Some girls bought papers, and many ex- 
pressed their keen interest, and promised to pass 
on their leaflets to friends. A few girls were quite 
upset by the laughter of their companions at the 
windows, and said “ We’ll tell them what they missed 
and how they showed their ignorance.” 

On Tuesday evening Miss Somers, supported by 
Mr. Frank Merrick. and Miss Gladys. Dawson, held

People often ask. what is the duty of women 
under the awful calamity which has befallen our 
copntry in common with the rest of Europe, 
and in the case ‘of most women the answer is 
not difficult. Most women have no choice in the 
matter. They are obligéd by the very nature 
of things to fulfil the duties which lié nearest 
them—such duties as working for the main- 
tenance of themselves and their families or 
relations, making or buying food and clothing, 
washing and dressing and feeding children, 
teaching them or sending them to school, tend- 
ing the sick, playing the woman’s part in_births 
or deaths, and trying to make the money. cover 
rent and expenses, no matter how much Prices 
may rise. Those afe the necessary duties, in 
which there As no choice and no escape, even if 
escape is desired. They are essential services to 
the State, no matter how savagely an Anti- 
Suffragist State may exclude women from its 
citizenship. They are the same in peace and 
war, except that in war they hecome more diffi- 
cult to perform. Under invasion or conquest 
they may become impossible, in which case the 
State falls to ruin. But for the enormous 


_| majority of women in England now the saying, 


“ Business as usual, only more so,” is true. 

There are, besides, the women—a compara- 
tively small number—to whom a certain amount 
of choice is possible. Because they are well-to- 
= or are supported by other people, or have 

“family ties,” it is open to thém to under-: 


| jabs what is called public service. We deny 


the distinction, for the duties of-working wqgmen 
and working men’s wives are just as much public 
services as any other. But to some women the 
choice as'to voluntary forms of public service is 
open, and in ‘this country they have taken 
their opportunity with the energy and devotion 
that was to be expected of them.

for their wives), they ‘have given assistance and

The Hague Congress 


On Tuesday, April 27, Mr. McKenna was consider- 
ably. heckled on the. eubiegt ot of the Women’s Inter- 
national Congress at thé Hague. In atiswer to Mr. 
King, who wanted to know why about 100 British 
Women were refused permission to attend the Con- 
gress, on what principle the other twenty women 
were allowed permits, and whether it was the policy 
of the Government ‘to restrict opportunities to take 
part in intérnational congresses, the Home Secre- 
tary replied that “ upwards of 180 ladies applied for 

rmits,”’ and that after consultation with the 

eign Office he agreed to issue twenty-four per- 
mits ‘to ladies representing various organisations 
and sections of thought.” He added: “The selection 
of the twenty-four did not In any way give any 
official character either to the conference itself or 
‘to the delegates. It is certainly not the policy of 
the Government to promote or encourage inter- 
national congresses in present circumstances.”’

Women's War Service 


In answer to Mr. Anderson, the President of the 
Board of Trade stated last week that up to April 16 
47,000 women (approximately) had registered for 
“war service, of whom 8;089 were willing to under- 
take armament work. So far only 440 had been 
| ese in employment, the register having been 

ormed in advance; but some of the principal arma- 
-ment factories had notified the Board of Trade that 
although the present demand for women workers 
could be supplred from the ordinary channels, they 
would require some 13,000 altogether during the 
next few months. 

The 440 already placed are distributed as follows: 
Agriculture, 41; shop assistants, 15; leather workers, 
27; clothing, &c.,; 51; engineering trades, construc- 
tion of vehicles, and metal trades, 42; laundriés and 
domestic employment, 103; textile trades, 23; paper, 

rinting, &c., 26; chemicals, &c., 10; food, tobacco. 


lodging, &c., 31; transport, 12; commercial and 


¢lerical, 35; other occupations, 24.
